Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant submits that Hui does not disclose generation of "a list holding information 
indicative of the transmitted image files and information representing a transmission order of the 
image files transmitted in the transmission step". The Examiner disagrees. 

Hui discloses automatically transmitting (publishing) plural image files to an external 
device (column 16, lines 35-50); generating a list holding information indicative of the transmitted 
image files (in addition to publishing images, selected types of information stored in a Flashpix 
file for each image displayed on the workbench are published. Such information includes 
information related to the image) (column 16, lines 40-46 and column 17, lines 40-50). This list is 
clearly created after the files are transmitted. Hui also discloses the list includes information 
relating to the transmission order of the images (figures 24 and 25).
